MEMOIR OF REV. J. R. TURNER. 

Another veteran of the cross has dropped out of the ranks of the Georgia 
ministry. 

Rev. J. R. Turner was born in 1801, in Mulberry District, S. C. In 1828 
he moved to Georgia and settled in Henry County. Afterwards he lived in 
Campbell County, having become a minister of the Methodist Protetsant 
Church. On the Palmetto Circuit he labored for several years with much zeal 
and success. Thence he went to Chattanooga, and kept hotel, but, finding the 
business uncongenial, he continued only one year. He then moved to Harrall- 
son County, Ga., and preached as a local minister. The last years of his life 
he lived among his children, and died in June, 1890, at the house of his step- 
daughter, near Whitesburgh, Ga , in the ninetieth year of his age. 

He first married Miss Annie Turner, no kin, however, and afterwards mar- 
ried a widow in Coweta County. He was the father of seven children, all of 
whom he outlived, except one daughter. ‘ She still lives to plant the rose upon 
his grave. 

Brother Turner was a minister about sixty years of his life. He won the 
people by his genial nature and fervent zeal. His preaching was rather per- 
suasive than convincing, and he merited and received the title of “The good 
old man.” 

His voice, in his later years, was as a sound from the rising chariot. 

He was once a man of comfortable fortune, but, from some cause, his last 
years were spent in poverty. Yet he seldom suffered from the want of the

comforts of life. It was no trouble to raise money for “Uncle Jimmie,” as he 
was familiarly called. 

Thus, after living through three generations, and twenty years of borrowed 
time, he passed from earth, leaving a stainless life and a spotless record.
